They     are  rich     in     buildings,    equipment     and 

coursea  we  only  dreamed     of  in  the  early  cigh- 

tiss ;  and  yet  ws  man  of  an  older  ganaration  naad  not 

greatly  wvy  them.    We  had  what  they  can  never  have, 

—old  Convocation  Hall  and  Young. 

In  mv  time,  Convocation  Hall  was  the  heart  of  the 
university  Ufe.  There  we  gathered  in  June  for  matri- 
culation, and  saw  for  the  Erst  time  t|iose  other  youths 
who  were  to  be  onr  comrades,  rivals  or  mere  acquaint- 
ances in  the  new  Ule  we  were  all  beginning.  Four 
years  InUr,  in  anotJiar  Juna,  a  aifted  remnant  of  its 
knelt  upon  the  dais,  one  by  one,  laid  our  Joined  handis 
batween  the  lavender  kids  of  the  Chancellor,  and  swore 
to  be  his  "men,"  as  Hereward  swore  allagiaace  to  the 
Conqueror,  as  Arthur's  knights  made  oath  to  Arthur. 
Betueen  those  two  Junes,  there  were  many  stranga 
chapters  written  in  each  life  history.  ^ 

Ruskin  tails  i^s  that  his  delight  in  the  famoua  hall 
**^  ^.^^''l  cl»tt«"ch,— "The  House,"  as  its  alumni 
proudly  ciall  it,— was  taken  away  by  tha  fact  that 
weekly  examinations  were  held'  in  it ;  but  I  cannot  ra- 
gret  that  ours  was  put  to  like  ignoble  use.  Thare  is  a 
reason  aven  for  examinationa,  and  anyone  who  did  not 
write  his  papers  in  Hall  in  tha  brave  days  of  old  haa 
missed  a  great  deal.  .The  ritual  even  for  a  "Suvple- 
mantal"  was  imposinW.  At  tha  fated  hour,  wa  sat 
about  the  room,  each]  victim  at  his  own  altar;  that

Oh,  the  fweet  Uttla 
thingl'  Gentlemen,  I  tell  you,"  here  his  eyes  twinkled 
and  his  ytrhole  face  beamed  like  a  sun,  as  he  added  with, 
comic  Vehemence,  "a  baaby  is,  'a  wretch  concentered 
an  on  self.'" 

Young  lecture  was  more  ttan  a  lecture.  As  a  mere 
expositor,  simply  as  a  teacher  of  hisr*  subject,  able  to 
arouse  interest  and  hold  attention,  I  never  heard  his 
equal.  The  hour  we  spent  in  his  dasa-ropm  never 
seemed  long.  If  a  student  was^cver  bored  or  tlwd  I 
cannot  tell,  for  I  never  saw  or  heard  anything  but 
Young  from  first  to  last.  To  say  that  ha  waa  all 
•live  with  interaat  in  his  subject  imd  in  hia  atndenta 
la  to"  understate  the  fact.  At  each\l«:ture  ha  aa^d 
t^  feel  that  from  all  eternity  ha  had  "  ^  ^*'*^ 
ibfr^tcTdrive  home  upoii  the  uinda 
thia  q<«D,  aat  of  truths  ;  aad  he 
it.
